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Town Checks On Third Class Garages

The of Wilmington, 
cooperation of the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles and 
the Wilmington Police Depart- 
ment, began on intensive, check-up 
on all third class garages in the 
town, 

The check-up was at the request 
of the Town Manager, Mr, Dean 
C. Cushing, who states that he has 
observed, in various parts of the 
town, small businesses starting up 
In second hand parts and cars, and 
that these businesses were in a 
position where they could not be 
illegal, but could be harboring 
other activities of a still more ille 
gal nature 

The Registry and Police are 
looking specifically for places that 
are 1, Operating Without a License 
2, Operating in a Detrimental 
Manner, and 3, Operating not in 
accordance with Chapter 140 of the 
Revised Edition of the General 
Laws. 

Chapter 140 provides that no li- 
cence can be granted for a third 
class garage unless the operator 
is a proper person to operate such 
a business, that this will be his 
principal business, that the place 
available will be suitable for such 
a business, and that the license 
shall specify all thé premises to be 
occupied in the business. 

‘The law further provides that a 
book shall be kept on the pre- 
aises in which shall be kept an 
account, in the English language, 
of all parts of cars, bought or sold 
by the licensee, including engine 
umber, chassis number and other 
identification, No part or car can 
be sold until it has been on “the 
premises at least four days, wheth 
er or not the licensee is the owner, 
or another person claims owner- 
ship, Every licensee shall make 
daily reports of every car or part 
bought or sold by‘him to the Chief 
of Police 

The TM says that this check-up 
is directly at his request, as he 
wishes to prevent: illegal garages 
from getting a start in this town, 
In a number of instances, such 
garages have been a cover up, for 
car thieves, he explains, and it 
will to the town’s advantage, and 
to the neighborhood as well, if 
all business in this town is of a 
completely honest character,

He 
spoke atthe Rotary Club, and he spoke at the Baldwin Asso- 
ciates. Both times he ran into “opposition”, on the pdrt. of his 
listeners. 
~. Last winter the telephone company polled the Wilming- 
ton Subscribers on whether or not they wanted improved serv- 
ice, the Greater Lowell. Area, 659% of the subscribers an- 
swered “Yes,” 

It reminded us, however, of the manner in which Henry 
Ford was reputed to have sold his Model T. The purchaser 
could have any color he wanted, as long as he wanted Black! 
The Wilmington Subscriber could vote for improved service, 
as long as he voted for it in the Lowell Area. 

The advantage to the plan, according to the company, is 
that, for a slight increase in costs, the subscriber can dial 
40,000 phones, instead of 1600. 

Mathematically, that sounds like a good deal. However, 
the real question is, “How man) people of, Wilmington want 
to call those 40,000 telephones, and, is there, perhaps, another 
set of 40,000 that they would rather call?”
